Taking self-advancing 
actions without regard to 
the wants of needs of 
others. 

Anarchy - Arises from 
Tolerance without 
Ethicality. 


A lack of standards of 
conduct. 


Wantonness - Arises 
from Enthusiasm without 
Discipline. 


Acting without self- 
restraint. 

Insanity - Arises from 
Emotion without Logic. 


An inability to overcome 
emotional impulses with 
rational thoughts.
